SARE OF , GLASS. 
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LASS should be washed in warm, soapy 
water, using a brush for cut or engraved 
parts.

Glasses which are milky should first be 
rinsed in cold water, otherwise they will have 
a cloudy appearance.

Antique glass is inclined to become dull 
if treated in the usual way. The following 
nethod will be found most effective.

ammonia and water for a short time, 
then bury it in a box of dry sawdust and 
leave for a few hours. Afterwards remove 
t, and dust well, when it will have a beauti- 
iul appearance and fine lustre. 

Mirrors should be cleaned by rubbing with 
methylated spirits and polished off with a 
linen cloth, or with a leather.

The new-style round garter has brought 
back the garter buckle. These have been 
seen, now and then, with snuff-boxes, lace 
mits, and other elegancies of bygone ‘days, 
but the modern mode of undressing has not 
until quite lately taken round garters into 
consideration. ey form, to-day, as % 
matter of fact, a part of every kind of 
costume. Pretty gold clasps, buckles, and 
ornaments of many sorts and kinds and 
colours are used on shirred and plain ribbon 
elastics.

Yet there are many people who, like 
Madame Montessori, would cheerfully shut 
for ever the door which leads to the fairy 
world of imagination.

So, too, are the best fairy tales of nursery 
land parables of the world’s great truths, 
for in each is found the seeds of truth, which 
germinate as the child mind grows. 

There is a something imperishable in such 
tales as The hree Little Pigs,” 

“Cinderella,” “The Ugly Duckling’’; yet 
their philosophy is seldom fully understood 
until nursery days are over. So, for the 
sake of all they mean, remember the advice 
of Ruskin and ‘keep a fairy or two for 
your children.”

Of the numerous proposals put forward 
by the Turf Club Committee of Inquiry, 
particulars of which were printed in the 
Irish Times of Saturday last, the request 
for the immediate installation of the 
totalisator on Trish racedourses appears to 
have aroused most interest, The fact is 
not surprising, for apart from other con- 
siderations, the novelty of mechanical 
betting will make a strong appeal to the 
average race-goer. 

That the introduction of the totalisator 
will have a beneficial effect on racing, and 
at the same time help in other directions, 
seems to be pretty generally conceded, and 
its coming would appear to be only a 
matter of time. 

A deduction of 11 per cent. on the turn- 
over is made in France, as against the 
8 per cent. which the new Irish company 
propose to make, 

In France the receipts are distributed 
as follows :— 

2 per cent. for charitable purposes. 

1 per cent. for the construction of 
drinking-water mains to the capital. 

1 per cent, for charitable purposes in 
the devastated regions. 

1 per cent. for the construction of drink- 
ing-water mains to the devastated regions. 

0.50 per cent for agricultural instruc- 
tional establishments. : 

1.50 per cent. for horse-breeding. 

4 per cent. for the Racing Societies 
which “ run ” the meetings. 

The problem of the bookmakers' posi- 
tion must, of course, arise; but a 
modus vivendi, no doubt, will be reached, 
and it is probable that the proposed 
graduated licence fee will be adopted. 
This problem is tackled differently in the 
various countries where the betting 
machine is installed, In France, the 
bookmaker is not supposed to exist. His 
calling is illegal, but there being no law 
to prevent anyone from executing commis- 
sions, he is a commission agent in the 
literal meaning of the word, and saves his 
face usually by laying off through the 
pari-mutuel., 

Where bookmakers are permitted in 
Australia, they must pay a very substan- 
tial fee for the privilege, and the same 
rule applies to the Madras Meeting, 
where, by the way, bookmakers are not 
allowed to accept bets under 20 rupees 
(£2).

DEAN OF CORK’S TRIBUTE. 


The Dean of Cork (the Very Rev. R. 
Babington, M.A.) was the special preacher 
at the Harvest Festival in Bt. Barnabas's 
Parish Church, Belfast, yesterday. 

Preaching from the text, ‘‘ Hold fast that 
which is good,” he said that they could 
hardly live in a city like Belfast without 
remembering that the harvest they were 
thanking God for was gathered from the 
whole world, and not merely from the con- 
venient fields of Northern Ireland. The fifth 
report of the ‘* World Call,’ which had just 
been issued, was an inspiring book. It 
showed the place, which the race that they 
belonged to occupied in the world to-day. 
It helped them not only to be proud of it, 
but to feel with a AR 4 hearts the 
responsibility which God had placed upon 
them. They were being judged to-day 
throughout ‘the world “by the conduct of 
those who went abroad from this land. Their 
race must be a God-fearing race unless they 
were to become the greatest hindrance to 
the world to-day. 

Were the British and Irish peoples losing 
their religion, or were they not? “Ferestally, 
he did not think that the were ; on the 
contrary, he thought that their race to-day 
held a stronger influence than ever in the 
world for the best things in life. At the 
same time, he was aware that there were 
many failings and -nany things which they 
did as a race that were wrong. They re- 
uired to be more steadfast with the strong, 
eep things of life. Life was gradually 
changing. The Great War made great 
changes in thought. It was natural for con- 
servatively-minded pecple who were past 
middle life to think that all changes in habit 
and thought were bad, and that young 
eople did things now that would not have 
go done when they were young. But they 
must be fair to the young people, and ap- 
preciate their outlook in the changed times 
in which they lived. 

““I am quite sure,” he said, “ that in the 
young life to-day al' over the Empire there 
are -plendid qualities; there is much that is 
magnificent and good. There is—it is natural 
after the experience we have been through 
in the war > ears—a great spirit of inde- 
endence; there are larger demands for 
liberty, and there is great yg wh But in- 
dependence and inquiry ;1d liberty are not 
bad .things. They are -plendid things if 
they are guided rightly by the Spirit of God, 
and if behind them there lies a real desire

Restrictions on Trade. 


The Conference which will open at 
Geneva ,to-day for the purpose of in- 
vestigating international restrictions on 
trade will be one of the most important 
of its kind that ever have been held. It 
is intended to supplement the work of the 
World Economic Conference of last May, 
and, if possible, to give some kind of con- 
crete form to the recommendaticns of that 
body. The delegates to this Conference 
will be accredited representatives of their 
several Governments, and not merely 
“experts.” They will include  repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America 
and of other countries which are not 
members of the League of Nations, and 
they will make an effort to conclude a pact 
which will have binding force throughout 
the world. The problem of trade restric- 
tions has been bothering Europe ever since 
the war. Every nation declares its desire 
to return to the old ways of virtually un- 
hampered intercourse, but none seems to 
be willing to take the first step, with the 
result that even to-day, nearly nine years 
after the Armistice, war-time regulations 
with their progeny, continue to plague 
the eourse of trade. Some of the Con- 
tinental countries, notably France and 
Germany, have made isolated agreements 
among themselves, whereby Customs requ- 
lations have been modified and goods 
have been exchanged freely on a basis of 
mutual self-interest. Czecho-Slovakia has 
come to terms with Austria in respect of 
certain important commodities, and other 
Central European States are said to be 
contemplating common concessions, Thus 
far, however, there has been no real 
attempt to bring about a general allevia- 
tion of Customs and other restrictions. 
Anything that has been done has been 
done in a piecemeal fashion with in- 


different results ; and it is for this reason 


that the Geneva Conference, which pro- 
poses to tackle the problem as a whole, 
promises to be more successful than any of 
its predecessors. 

As Sir Arthur Salter explains in the 
Observer, the existing trade restrictions in 
Furope are the product of many causes. 
During the war the rigid blockade which 
was enforced by the Allies compelled many 
countries to produce goods which formerly 
they had been accustomed to import from 
abroad. In Germany the production of 
the Ersat: was reduced to a fine art, while 
in several of the smaller countries necessity 
gave a great impetus to industries that 
hitherto had been almost unknown. When 
peace came, and with it the fierce com- 
petition of world trade, these countries, 
not wishing to sacrifice their new in- 
dustries, protected them not only by high 
tariffs, but also by all sorts of prohibi- 
tions and embargos, which, while serving 
their primary purpose to a certain extent, 
brought so many economic evils in their 
train that their benefits were overshadowed 
vy their disadvantages. Then came the 
period of violently fluctuating exchanges. 
A country whose money w inflated found 
that foreign buyers were snapping up all 
its products, with the result that its own 
inhabitants were suffering. Consequently 
it imposed export embargos in order to 
prevent the ransacking of its warehouses 
by “exchange millionzires.’’ Those 
‘conntries, on the other hand, whose 
exchanges were at a premium, found that 
their rivals were dumping cheaply pro- 
duced goods in their markets, to the great 
detriment of native manufactures, and 
they, too, protected themselves by import 
embargos. In this way the “"ntinent of 
Europe was plunged into an economic war 
which at one time threatened to have con- 
sequences almost as disastrous as those of 
the military struggle. For several years 
the nations strove desperately against one 
another, apparently ignoring, or for- 
getting, the fact that in their insensate 
conflict they were doing at least as much 
harm to themselves as to their neighbours. 
Several Continental nations, including 
Germany, have accepted in principle the 
idea of reduced tariffs; but to-day’s Con- 
ference will concern itself not so much 
with tariffs as with more drastic forms of 
trade restrictions. Sooner or later, how- 
ever, the question of tariffs must be faced. 
The day of isolated industries has passed.

£urope huge groups are being formed by 
industrialists of different nations in order 
to meet the growing competition of the 
United States. Obviously, if, say, the 
steel manufacturers of England, Germany, 
France and Italy should decide to join 
forces, there would be no point in the 
maintenance of tariffs on.steel imports by 
any of these countries against the others. 
The same principle would apply to in- 
dustries of every kind, and the day seems 
to be approaching when, in the really 
‘big trades at any rate, tariffs will 
tend to disappear, giving way to co- 
operative effort. Their main bulwark at 
present is the want of money which pre- 
vails among the Governments of Europe. 
We have an example of this condition of 
affairs on a small scale in the Irish Free 
State, where some of the tariffs which 
have been imposed by ‘the Government 
exist for the purpose of producing revenue. 
So long as Governments can raise money 
by the imposition of tariffs the tempta- 
tion to resort to “ protection’’ will be 
very strong; but this method of procedure 
is the worst kind of economics. Trade 
never ought to be penalised for the sake 
of revenue, because finally all revenue 
comes from trade, and the goose that lays 
the golden eggs is a notoriously delicate 
bird. If the Geneva Conference can im-

The Roman Ouestion. 


During the last few days the Continental 
Press has been agog with rumours of an 
impending settlement of what has been 
known for over fifty years as the Roman 
question. In September, 1870, the army 
of the King of Italy entered Rome, and, 
following a plebiscite, the Papal States 
were annexed to the Italian Crown. In 
the following year a Law of Guarantees 
was passed, whereby the Italian State 
regulated its relations with the Sovereign 
Pontiff; but Pope Pius IX. refused to 
recognise the authority by which this law 
was passed, and the four Popes who have 
succeeded him have maintained his 
attitude of protest against the denial of 
their temporal sovereignty in Rome. 
Time, however, has altered the dis- 
positions of the parties to the dispute. 
The influence of one great personality 
has changed the whole relations between 
secular and temporal authority. Pope 
Pius X. carried out many measures of 
reform, but none more immediately fruitful 
than the refusal to sanction the establish- 
ment of a clerical political party. The 
fresh earnestness which he breathed into 
the Roman Catholic Church rendered it 
once more a factor which no Italian states- 
man could ignore; but simultaneously the 
temporal claims of the Vatican were modi- 
fied. With the advent of Signor Mussolini 
to tyrannic power in Italy, men began to 
wonder what would be the mutual 
relations of the Fascist State and the 
Roman Church. The Duce made many 
remarkable overtures, restoring Christian 
emblems to the schools and patronising 
Church festivals. His attitude, however, 
was essentially that of Napoleon, who, 
after failing to suppress the Papacy, took 


religion, not as the history of the Incarna- 
tion, but as the bond of social order.” Hae 
desires the Church to discipline the 
masses ; but he does not accept its super- 
natural faith, and he encourages the 
teaching in the schools of doctrines of the 
divinity of the State, which cannot but 
bring him, sooner or later, into conflict 
with religious’ authority. His known 
anxiety to settle the question of the Pope’s 
temporal status doubtless is prompted by 
his hope of bribing the Vatican to close 
up the ranks of Italy behind the Fascist 
State. Can he satisfy the minimum 
demand of the Vatican without a sacrifice 
of Italian interests? In recent issues of 
the Osservatore Romano the minimum 
demands of the Vatican have been stated. 
The Pope must be assured of such terri- 
torial sovereignty as will enable him to 
maintain free intercourse with his spiritual 
subjects in all lands. Only thus, it is 
argued, or on the present basis of a self- 
imposed imprisonment, can the Pope 
speak to his people as something other 
than “an Italian chaplain.’’ The 
Vatican organ suggests the recognition by 
the Italian State of “a little State”’ 
within Rome, and it is suspected that the 
Duce already has agreed to adopt this 
proposal. 


Mechanical Men. 


The manufacture of mechanical men has 
been a favourite subject ef novelists, 
dramatists and writers who engage in 
the fascinating occupation of exploring 
the future. A mechanism now has 
been constructed by the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing Company of 
New York, which possesses some of the 
fabulous attributes of the “Robots” and 
their predecessors. “The Thing ’’—as 
“creatures’’ of this kind usually are 
called in fantastic fiction—is an affair of 
coils and batteries, and not at all human 
to the eye, according to descriptions. In 
one respect it is more than a man, how- 
ever, for it amswers the telephone, on 
being “rung up ” at any time whatever, 
without the slightest trace of annoyance. 
Three of these automatons are being em- 
ployed in the service of the city water 
supply in Washington. When a tele- 
phonic inquiry from the Water Supply 
Headquarters is made, the machine emits a 
sound, which it repeats a certain number 
of times according to the height of water 
in the reservoir. The “ Robots’ which 
have been constructed up to the present 
only obey the word of command when they 
are addressed in a certain key. If the 
tone of voice is too high or too low they 
pay no attention. At the command 
literally to “open Sesame,”’ one of those 
obliging creatures opens a door. If re- 
quested, on sound waves of various 
frequencies, to light a series of lights, work 
an electric fan or an antomatic sweeper, 
others instantly obey, thinking “not to 
reason why.” Speculation naturally is 
being made whether automatons can 
be constructed which wil) save labour in 
the household. Most of us would be re- 
luctant to entrust the cooking of our meals 
to a “Robot.” Automatic night watch- 
men may be a success in some respects,

The publication of great  folk’s 
intimate correspondence, even lung alter 
their deaths, is a practice not to be 
commended. -Yet we are constrained to 
relax this principle when the letters are 
the love letters of James Boswell. A 
correspondent quotes in the Sunday Times 
extracts frém Boswell’s papers, which his 
descendant, Lord Talbot de Malahide, sold 
to Colonel Ralph W. Isham, of New York. 
Boswell married in 1770 his cousin Peggy, 
and there was speculation among the 
gossips concerning his feelings for ‘‘ La 
Belle Irlandaise,’’ an Irish heiress who 
lived at Donaghadee, whom he was 
believed to have admired. The letters, 
however, contain one which relers to a 
visit to the Ulster lady. “I found her 
too childish," he wrote, adding the 
realisation that “the wild hopes I have 
long cherished to marry an heiress are un- 
worthy of me.’ Boswell proceeded to 
adjust his mind to the notion of marrying 
his cousin. His‘ letter of proposal to 
Peggy bears on the outside: ‘ Read this 
in your own room and think as long as 
you please. Only let me have a positive 
answer, as I am quite dependent on you.” 
Peggy's reply has a note by Boswell on 
the fold: “The most valuable letter of 
my valuable friend, which does honour to 
both her and me. Vraye foi.’’ The last 
two words are the motto of his house. 
In his proposal Boswell tells Peggy that 
he has travelled the world over; he recalls 
all his faults, and hints that their match 
will cause him to be disinherited, in which 
case he can expect no more than £100 a 
year. “I would share a kingdom with 
you if I had it.” Peggy answered that 
she would rather have Boswell with £106 
a year than any other man’ possessed 
of all Auchinleck. She chose well.

Conversations are taking place in Par 
and Berlin with regard to the under.

the -extent of the reduction. A cut of 
10,000 men was mentioned, of which 2.500 
were to have been British a 1 Belgian and 
7,500 French. The exact proportion of 
the Allied troops to be removed was not 
stated, and an obstacle to the carrying out 
of the undertaking has appeared in the 
form of a French contention that -the 
4.000 men withdrawn from the Rhineland 
in June should be counted in the number 
by which the occupying army is to be 
reduced.

FASCISM’S REPLY TO 
THE VATICAN. |

From RevtTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Sunday. 

The Italian Press, while reporting the 
two recent editorials from the Osservatore 
Romano, the organ of the Vatican, on the 
solution of the Roman question, has been 
very reserved in its comment, at first 
merely reproducing the comment of the 
English and French Press. 

To-day the Popolo di Roma, the leading 
Fascist organ, says :—‘It is possible that 
an agreement between the Church and 
State, in order to solve the Roman ques- 
tion, will be based upon three substantial 
points : 

1—No concession from the Italian State 
without a previous understanding with the 
Holy See as to acceptance. Otherwise there 
would be a repetition of the incident of 
the Law of Guarantees passed by the 
Italian Government, which the Vatican 
never accepted. 

2—No solution without previous acknow- 
ledgment -f Papal territorial sovereignty, 
no matter how tiny that territory may be. 

3—No foreign interference in the solu- 
tion of the Roman question. 

Both sides are in perfect agreement on 
the last point. The Holy See has always 
refused to have the Roman question 
solved through international means, on 
the ground -that the remedy. would be 
worse than the disease, since the Church 
would pass under international tutelage. 

MUSSOLINI'S PROGRAMME. 

“Signor Mussolini,” says the news- 
paper, “even before becoming Prime 
Minister, announced his programme re 
garding religious policy, which was that 
it should be taken outside and above the 
Roman question. For five years he has 
conducted’ this policy with the foresight 
of true, statesmanship, restoring privileges 
enjoyed\by the Church in the past. This 
policy might have had better results if it 
had not been confronted with the Vatican’s 
preconceived idea of showing itself dis- 
satisfied, even when satisfied.’’ 

“THE GREATEST DIFFICULTY.” 

According to the Popolo di Roma, the 
greatest difficulty now to be overcome is: 
Who shall represent the Papacy, and who 
the Government, in any negotiations that 
may be opened. “All the rest,” it says, 
“is a question of time and of almost 
secondary importance. Indeed, it is not 
difficult to change the phrase in the Law 
of Guarantees, which says that the Pope 
has the enjoyment of the Apostolic palaces 
into actual juridical possession of them. 
The dignity of Italy would not be com- 
promised if the Vatican gardens were 
widened, nor would the equilibrium of the 
Mediterranean be disturbed if the sym- 
bolical boat of St. Peter were allowed to 
anchor at the mouth of the Tiber.” 

The newspaper recommends that no 
undue haste should be shown in taking 
up the question, “since Fascist Italy is 
young, and will live many years, while 
the Church has the supernatural gift of 
never getting old.”

WHALE CAUGHT IN 
FISHING NETS, 


IRISH FISHERS’ THRILLING 


EXPERIENCE,

BALLINA, Sunday. 

While a number of Inniskea fishermen 
were fishing off the coast of North Mayo 
during the week-end, a large whale 
appeared on the scene, and, becoming en- 
tangled in the nets, completely destroyed 
them. 

In order to save their lives the fishermen 
had to cast their nets adrift. In a few 
cases, where vain efforts were. made to 
save their property, the fishermen had 
narrow escapes from drowning. 

The whale, in trying to extricate itself, 
only became more entangled. The fisher- 
men fled from the scene, but, cautiously 
returning some time afterwards, found the 
dead body of the whale floating on the 
surface.

CANON DENOUNCES 
DR. BARNES. 


SERMON STOPPED. 


OVER 300 WALK OUT 


OF CATHEDRAL. 


A huge congregation, attracted to St. 
Paul's Cathedral, London, yesterday morn- 
ing by the announcement that the Bishop 
of Birmingham, Dr. Barnes, was to be the 
preacher, witnessed an extraordinarv 
scene. 

The Rev. Canon G. R. Bullock-Webster, 
Rector of St. Michaelroyal, College Hill, 
E.C., made a public’ protest against the 
bishop being invited to preach in the 
Cathedral. 

Directly Dr. Barnes went into the 
pulpit, after the singing of the Nicene 
Creed, Canon Bullock-Webster, robed in 
cassock and surplice, walked from the 
main transept. He was accompanied by 
a number of men, mostly young, whose 
advance. to the temporary chancel was 
made in an orderly manner. They then 
turned and faced the congregation, and 
the clergyman’ proceeded to read from a 
document. 

Several clergymen and a number of 
others ® sympathy with the protestors 
crowded in from “botli° the north and the 
south. transepts in order to get a better 
view of what was taking place or to lend 
support to the protest. 

When Dr. Marchant, the organist, 
noticed something irregular was taking 
place, he began to play, and the volume 
of sound increased until the voice of the 
protesting clergyman was lost except to 
those near by. The Bishop of Birmingham 
stood silent in the pulpit, with bowed 
head and a pained look. 

The reading of the protest ended, Canon 
Bullock-Webster, and those associated 
with him, walked quietly down the 
transept and left the Cathedral by one of 
the western doors. The clergyman remained 
on the steps for a-few seconds, surrounded 
by three or four hundred people, who had 
left with him. 


THE TEXT OF THE PROTEST. 

He put on a biretta and overcoat, and, 
before leaving, handed to the Press a copy 
of what he had read in the Cathedral. 
It was headed: “ Solemn denunciation and 
protest made at the High Service in St. 
Paul’s Cathedral on Sunday, October 16, 
1927,” and read as follows :— 

In the Name of God. Amen. 

I, George Russell Bullock-Webster, Clerk 
in Holy Orders, Master of Arts, Rector of 
St. Michaelroyal, in the City and Dhocese 
of London, and Honorary Canon of the 
Cathedral Church of Ely, here and now, in 
the presence of this congregation, In my own 
name and in the name of a large body of the 
clergy and faithful laity of this diocese, do 
solemnly denounce Ernest William Barnes, 
Doctor of Science, Bishop of Birmingham, 
for that by the false and heretical teaching 
in his frequent public utterances he has 
denied and poured contempt upon the 
doctrines and Sacraments of the Holy Catholic 
Church. 

And, because thereof, we do most fervently 
protest against the invitation given to the 
said Bishop of Birmingham to preach from 
the pulpit of the mother church of this 
diocese. 

And, forasmuch as the presence of the said 
bishop. in any church is an. indignity to 
Almighty God and a scandal and offence to 
the faithful, we°do now call upon our right 
reverend father in God, Arthur Foley, Lord 
Bishop of this Diocese, to inhibit the said 
bishop from preaching or ministering in any 
church within his jurisdiction. 

And, further, we call upon the Archbishop 
and bishops of the Province of Canterbury to 
try said bishop in respect of these alleged 
heretical and profane utterances, and, if he 
be found guilty, forthwith to depose him and 
east him out of the Church of God until such 
time as he do repent himself and recant his 
grievous errors. And may God, in His 
infinite mercy, grant him a speedy repentance. 

In the Name of the Father and of the Son 
and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

And now, brethren, lest our ears be defiled 
with fresh profanities, I invite all faithful 
believers here present to join me in leaving 
this church before the sermon is delivered 
and to continue our worship elsewhere. 

The reference to “ Arthur Foley, Lord 
Bishop of this Diocese,” was, of course, 
to Dr. Arthur Foley Winnington Ingram, 
the Bishop of London. After the inter- 
ruptors had left, Dr. Barnes proceeded 
with his sermon, which he delivered in 
clear and ringing tones, and in a way 
which carried his voice well down the 
transept, so as to be heard by the vast 
congregation. There was no _ further 


interruption of any kind. 


ORGANISED. 

The protest was an organised one. 
Several hundred High Church men and 
women who followed Canon - Bullock- 
Webster into the Cathedral marched in 
procession to the little Church of St. 
Michael singing hymns. A Solémn Mass 
of Reparation was celebrated in the 
church. 

Seen in his vestry, Canon Bullock- 
Webster said that his protest was a quiet, 
reverent and dignified one, and the vergers, 
recognising that, were exceedingly 
courteous. 

“ We are not brawlers,’’ he emphasised. 
“ Dr. Barnes, by his recent utterances 
regarding the Blessed Sacrament of the 
Altar, has been guilty of gross profanity, 
and. has thrown scorn on the most 
treasured beliefs and _ convictions of 
thousands of Christian believers. 

“ Dr. Inge, by inviting Dr. Barnes to 
preach at St. Paul’s, thus deliberately 
giving him an opportunity to renew his 
attacks on our Holy Faith, has forfeited 
the confidence and regard of thousands of 
loyal and devoted churchmen and church- 
women, and has, in fact, rendered . him- 
self a partner in the crime. 


AN ANOMALY. 

“It is not generally known that the 
Bishop of the Diocese has no jurisdiction 
over his Cathedral Church save as visitor. 
This is an anomaly which calls for amend- 
ment. The selection of preachers rests 
with the Dean and Chapter, and the 
bishop has no power, to inhibit a preacher, 
whom he might think right to exclude 
from the Cathedral pulpit; but he has 
the. power to inhibit anyone from preach- 
ing in the diocese outside the Cathedral 
and Westminster Abbey, and it is this 


that we greatly hope the bishop will do. 


“ We are sending copies of the protest 
to all dioceses in the provinces of Canter- 
bury and York, as well as to the dean and 
canons of St. Paul’s.”’ 


DEAN INGE’S REJOINDER. 
Dean Inge, in an interview, said: “I 
have nothing to say in reference to a 
brawler like that. We could if we liked 
take proceedings against him. I do not 
suppose we shall.’’

WOMEN FILIERS MEET 
IN THE AZORES 


SOUTHERN A'TLANTIC 
CROSSING. . 


Four of the very latest type of R,A.F. 
fiying-boats—Southamptons—will set out 
this morning from Plymouth on a cruise of 
25,000 miles, which is expected to last 
about twelve months.’ The crews will be 
able to sleep and. cook on board. 

The four Southamptons will first make 
for the French seaplane station near 
Bordeaux, about 450 miles from Plymouth. 
They will then cross land to the Medit- 
terranean, and follow the coast to Italy ; 
then to Alexandretta, and across 150 miles 
of desert to the Euphrates, down which 
river they will travel to the Persian Gulf. 
They will make a complete tour of the 
Indian coast, and will travel by Rangoon 
and Singapore to Australia, cruising round 
the Continent by Fremantle and Mel- 
bourne to Port Darwin, and then back to 
Singapore. 

They expect to reach Karachi on Novem- 
ber 18; Bombay in January; Calcutta in 
February; and Singapore at the end of 
that month; Batavia in May; Fremantle, 
Adelaide and Melbourne in June; Sydney 
in. August; and back at Singapore in 
January. 

Two Southampton flying boats ordered 
by the Commonwealth Government will 
meet them in Australian waters, and pro- 
bably go back to Singapore with them. 

. The object of the tour is to obtain ex- 
perience in the problems involved. when 
flying boats carry out an extended. inde- 
pendent cruise far from shore bases. It 
is also hoped to gain experience of the 
problems connected with the reinforcing of 
points on imperial routes. with aircraft 
drawn from England or other parts of the 
Empire. It is probable that on the com- 
pletion of the flight a flying-boat base will 
be stationed .at Singapore. 

These machines of the Supermarine 
Southampton type, are each fitted with 
two Napier Lion engines of 450 h.p. The 
Flight will be under the command of 
Group Captain H. M. Cave-Browne-Cave, 
D.S.0., D.F.C., with Squadron-Leader G.

FAILED. 


MISS ELDER’S LANDING AT 
THE AZORES, 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
HORTA (AZORES), Saturday. 

Interviewed by Reuter’s Special Corre- 
spondent, Captain Goos, of the Baren- 
drecht, told a graphic story of how the 
flying girl and her companion were 
rescued. 

“It was at 7.45 on Thursday morning, 
when our position was 43.21 North 21.39 
West, that we sighted the American Girl,” 
he said. ‘‘ She came rapidly up to us, 
and, flying over our ship, threw down a 
message, which fell on the deck, reading 
as follows :—‘ How far are we from land 
and which way ?—Ruth Elder.’ 

“ After checking our position we painted 
the answer on the deck: “True S. 40 
West, 360 miles from Terceira, Azores.’ 
This was understood by the aviators, and 
after the American Girl had circled over 
the Barendrecht it began to descend, and 
then landed alongside our ship. Miss 
Elder and her companion ‘climbed on to 
the top of the aeroplane, and the crew of 
the Barendrecht rushed to the rescue in 
one of the ship’s boats, which went along 
side the machine. 

“By means of ropes the two aviators 
managed to get into the boat, which then 
returned to the Barendrecht, and all were 
safely taken on board. 


THE LAST OF THE AMERICAN GIRL. 

“ On hearing their position Miss Elder 
and Captain Haldeman had decided that 
it was impossible to continue their flight, 
even for the remaining 360 miles, as the 
aeroplane’s gauge showed that the oil 
pressure had dropped to 5lb. 

“In accordance with their request ar- 
rangements were made to hoist the aero- 
plane on board the steamer, but suddenly 
two explosions occurred just under the 
surface of the water, and in a moment the 
whole machine was on fire, and we were 
obliged to cut all the ropes and give up 
all hope of saving her. 

“ We then changed our course and made 
for Horta in order to land the aviators 
there. Both seemed pretty well, in spite 
of the trying ordeal through which they 
had passed.” 


The captain added that Miss Elder and | 


her companion had both expressed their 
deep gratitude to himself: and his crew 
for having saved them. 


MISS ELDER’S COOLNESS. 

It is understood that Captain Haldeman 
and Miss Elder will leave here on Monday 
by the Portuguese mail boat Lima, and 
proceed to Paris, via Lisbon. 

As soon as the Barendrecht arrived 
here Miss Elder, with Captain Goos’s cap 
poised jauntily above a cluster of 
rebellious curls, posed for the hundreds of 
photographers who were awaiting her. 
Then she stepped from the Barendrecht 
into the launch which was waiting to take 
her ashore, and bade a cheerful farewell 
to the crew and captain of the Baren- 
drecht, which had lost two days in coming 
to the Azores to land the fliers. 

All the members of the ship’s crew were 
loud in their praise for Miss Elder's cool- 
ness. Apparently her first words on being 
taken aboard the tanker on Thursday 
were “ Thank you very much.” Then she 
produced a lip-stick and calmly began to 
use it, apparently oblivious to the fact 
that she had just stepped from the very 
jaws of death to safety. 

So deep an impression had her sangfroil 
made upon the crew of the tanker that the 


lip-stick. episode was. duly noted in the 


official summary of the rescue as given out 


by the Barendrecht’s wireless operator. 


Miss Elder met Madame Linny Dilleng, 
the Viennese actress, who arrived here on 
the German aeroplane, Junker D' 1230, 
which, piloted by Aviator Loose, came on 
from Lisbon to Horta for the purpose of 
going to the rescue of the American Girl 
if necessary. Flying weather and prospects 
for the Junker flight were discussed by 
the small party of fliers when they, 
reached the Governor's mansion.

CHANGES. 
MINISTER’S POSTPONED 
INDIAN. VISIT. 


The Parliamentary Correspondent of 
The Times writes: —Three weeks only re- 
main of the parliamentary recess, and, 
as the resumption of the session ap- 
proaches, members are beginning to con- 
centrate their attention on the first ques- 
tions to be asked of Ministers about all 
that has happened since July. 

It is clear already that the Secretary 
of State for War, who has ‘not hitherto 
been prominent in this Parliament, is 
likely to be the first object of attack. 
The drastic changes in the organisation of 
the Army, which were suddenly announced 
on September 12, and were to take effect 
from the first of the following month, 
met with immediate criticism in the news- 
papers. The critics were, most of them, 
seldiers, and, indeed, it is generally re- 
cognised that the technical merits of the 
new scheme are essentially a matter in 
which aninstructed lay opinion is of little 
value. But the House of Commons con- 
tains a strong Army Committee, whose 
members are certain to be heard on the 
subject, and, apart from these ‘specialist 
members, there is a manifest feeling that 
the method of introducing the changes— 
without adequate explanation, and in the 
depth of the recess—is a matter in which 
Parliament, as a whole, is concerned. 

Sir Laming Worthington-Evans has 
already postponed his intended tour in 
India, and has stated that he ‘‘ proposes 
to remain in London until after Parlia- 
ment reassembles.”’ His presence was ob- 
viously necessary ; for the parliamentary 
criticism is likely to be directed less to 
the part played in the changes by the 
military members of the Army Council 
than to the political aspect of their in- 
troduction at such a time, and to the sup- 
port, if any, given to them by the Cabinet, 
or by a Committee of the Cabinet. But 
the fact that they were originally intended 
to coincide with his absence may also tead 
te questions on the character and purpose 
of*8ir Laming’s Indian tour. There ap- 
pears to be some uncertainty among mem- 
bers as to whether it is a private visit 
or an official mission, and, in the latter 
event, whether it is undertaken on behalf 
of the India Office or of the War Office. 
Any doubt on the subject will, of course, 
be cleared up so soon as Parliament re- 
assembles, if not sooner.

‘Government, is said by the Journal to 
have intended to leave Paris yesterday. 
He was unable, however, to carry out his 
intention; because no sleeping-cars were 
free on the train, and even the Am- 
bassador’s personal efforts to obtain a 
berth proved unavailing. M. Rakovsky 
is said by the paper to have been much 
put out by this check to his plans, as he 
had intended to leave Paris as soon as 
possible, without giving any notice to the 
French Foreign Ofhce, in case the news 
should become known and lead to demon- 
strations. 

It is pointed out that there is nothing 
unusual in this omission to give official 
notice of departure by an Ambassador 
leaving in such circumstances. If demon- 
strations are feared, it is quite in order 
for him to depart without informing any- 
body at all.

LABOURER ARRESTED.

From Our Travetiina CORRRSPONDENT, 
LONDON, Sunday Night. 
a. Cambridgeshire is not until next week, 
» and before we come to Sandown on 
Frida next the racing is all in those out- 
landi laces where the Picts and the Scots 
used to brawl, so let's “talk of dogs. I was 
an inconsiderable unit in the first hundred 
thousand who succeeded in getting into the 

White City last night to see the final of the 

greyhound Derby. It was a laborious task 
ause, owing to the astonishing number of 
cars that blocked all the roads to the gates, 

progress was at the rate of a quarter of a 
mile an hour. 

Inside the gates I met another inconsider- 
able unit in the vast crowd, one Stephen 
Donoghue. I say ‘ inconsiderable,” because 
in that miliew he was wandering about un- 
known, unrecognised, and borne hither and 
thither like a cork on the waves of the crowd 
that ebbed and flowed through the enclo- 
sures. Now the presence of Donoghue any- 
where never fails to excite interest, languid 
or keen, according to the nature of the 
gathering, because he typifies racing in the 
mind of the general oublic more than Lord 
Lonsdale and more than the Stewards of the 
Jockey Club; so when we see the phenomenon 
of Donoghue being a cypher in a crowd ab- 
sorbed by some other pastime we may ask a 
few questions, such as: Has there arisen in 
England a king who knows not Joseph? 

What is the secret of this lure of the 
grevhound racing that has caught the 
public as no new pastime ever has before; is 
it going to last and, most important of all, 
what effect is it going to have on horse- 
racing? The secret of its anccess is very easy 
of explanation. It is the gambling that 
attracts. If there had been no betting, there 
would have been a hundred people instead of 
a hundred thousand there last night. Reduced 
to its simple elements it is an animated 
roulette wheel, the only difference being that 
the wheel spins once a minute on an average, 
and the greyhounds race every twenty 
minutes. 

HOW LONG WILL IT LAST? 

The question of how long it is going to 
last is one that is being discussed on every 
side. Before it started in London the cours- 
ing purists insisted that, though it might be 
popular in Manchester, which saw its incep- 
tion in this country, and where they have 
been used to racing the whippets, it would 
never catch in London. Well, it has caught 
in London, and now they give it a life of two 
years at the very outside. Big mora! issues 
arise on account of the amount of gambling 
that goes on, and it is probable that soon 
the Churches. will be up in arms. In pre-war 
days, when there was such a thieg as a public 
conscience, the moral opposition might have 
been important, but I do not think it is in 
these times. 

Then there is the possibility of some old 
Statute being dug out under which all betting 
at greyhou al racing will be declared illegal. 
A test case on this issue has been entered, 
and it will probably go to the House 
of Lords before an irrevocable decision is 
given. Against this can be put the fact 
that the greyhound racing is bringing a 
handsome yield to the Treasury from the 
betting tax, and the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer is not in the least likely to be 
hostile, nor is there likely to be much yet 
tion in high Government quarters. ave 
been watching the whole thing closely since 
I saw it in Manchoster twelve months ago 
last July, and give the opinion for what it 
is worth—that greyhound racing is going to 
last 

For one thing, and it is not unimportant, 
it has got the women, and according to the 
elementary principles that govern human con- 
duct where the women go there will always ; 
be an odd male or two following in their 
wake. The attendance figures show how 
it has captured the general public, and now 
the social world is taking notice. 1 do 
not say that venerable and bewhiskered mem- 
bers of the Jockey Club with their wives 
are to be found at the White City. The 
very name in anathema to them. But the 
younger generation, the bright young people, 
are all going. 

if. this were a social instead of a veges 
column I could fill a good deal of it wit 
the distinguished names of people who were 
supping in the club diningroom last night. 
The White City was rather hastily improvised 
for the purpose of greyhound racing, and no 
attempt at classification of the crowd was 
made, but when this is done it is highly 
probable that next year it will be not only 
popular. but fashionable. 
A TRIVIAL INCIDENT. 

Then we come to the 
important consideration. Is it going to have 
an adverse efiect on horse-racing! Yesterday 
morning I heard one man say to another 'n 
a shop: ' Going to Lingfield?’ and the answer 
was: ' No, I done me dough in at the dawgs 
last nicht,”’ which was a trivial incident, but 
a sign of the times. . Racecourse executives 
are Fan for a good deal of their income 
on what may be termed the floating popula- 
tion—that is, the section of the populace who 
want distraction, and heretofore have found 
that racing is the distraction that has in- 
terested them most. If t**y find the grey- 
hound racing a cheaper ani. better distraction 
they will go there, and racing must suffer, 
because it is not all of them who can afford 
both. 

Probably the conditions in this country are 
elastic enough to allow both horse-racing and 
greyhound racing to run together, and that 
bu LEE do so, but racing stands to lose 

ain nothin ng by the competition, which 
should ave the effect of making some execu- 
tives wake up, unless they want to pass out 
altogether, and do more for the comfort of 
their patrons. 

There is yet another aspect of the question. 
We have a valuable export trade in blood. 
stock. This greyhound racing is going to be 
popular in other countries, which are good 
customers of ours. Plans are already well 
under way for starting greyhound tracks in 
India and the Far East. It can be said that, 
while betting is probably the most powerful 
attraction attaching to racecourses, there is in 
this country a very large number of people to 
whom the horse is the main feature of interest 
in the proceedings. 

EAST AND ‘VEST. 

I doubt very much whether this applies at 
all to the East, and whether the Oriental 
cares a hoot whether the competitors are 
electric hares or flying pigs or thoroughbred 
horses, so long as he can gamble on them. 
And so we can see greyhound racing becom- 
ing a more formidable rival to horse racing 
than it is even in this country, and, in 
consequence, a considerable lessening of the 
demand for horses from England and Ireland. 

There is one thing we have to thank the 
greyhound racing for—it has made the atmos- 
phere of:our principa & courses as pure as that 
of Westminster Ab Not a card-sharper, 
not a tale-teller, not a scallywag is to be 
seen now. They all have a well. oiled and 
efficacious system of graft at the dogs, and 
despise the paltry immoral increment which 
meá could derive at the other game. We
